E d ito r H e r a ld :—The' Express of 
1 liis evening Is so extremely absurd 
011 the subject of our harbor, I will not 
resist the temptation of “ putting in 
niy oar,” if you will allow me. 
Replying to the wordy knock dow n 
^ ¿assertions, which in the editoriftl col- 
inuns of the Express pass for facts and 
arguments: but which in reality are 
neither; 1 beg to say, tirst, concerning 
the contradiction of your statement 
that a vessel drawing six feet of water 
would often find it ditlicult to find her 
way out from the wharf at W ilming­ 
ton. A siiort time ago a lighter, inad­ 
vertently loaded to something less 
than f> feet 8 inches, could not he got 
away from the wharf at a certain high 
title When it was intended site should 
be sent out, although the tug broke 
her towing bit. in the attem pt to pull 
the lighter out of the mud. 
The little steamer “ l.os Angeles” 
cannot always get away from the 
bar, anti sin- draws about three feet of 
water. 
“ Nothing is tru er” (“ more nearly 
tru e” would have been betterEnglislI, 
Mr. Express), “ in the whole range of 
physical facts than that we are now 
compelled to submit to the burden of 
lighterage 011 our freight simply be­ 
cause no ocean going steamer with a 
;t(KI ton freight Capacity can be built 
that can run in three feet of water, or 
where there is none at all, as is often 
the state of affairs off W ilmington 
wharf. 
. 
“ No one who is acquainted with our 
harbor facilities now will for one mo­ 
ment think seriously of “putting on a 
line of small, swift, double engine 
steamers” and contracting to bring 
them to W ilmington wharf each trip, 
The Express’s idea about the style of 
steamer wanted |is good: 
“swift,” so 
they may got in or out while there is 
water enough; “ with double engine” 
so they may be able to make'the short 
turns * in 
W ilmington 
creek, 
and 
“small” so they may turn round after 
they get to the wharf. 
The Express says these steamers 
should take advantage of the tide. 
Another good idea. It is not advisable 
for steamships to attem pt going over­ 
land. 
But ikies he know what •‘taking 
advantage of the tide” means in this 
oftsib it means 110 regiilur hour for 
sailing or arriving, at all hours of the 
day and oftcu at night and when at 
night the weather must be clear and 
moonlight. 
As to the exultution about the 
schooner W ilmington (?) coming to 
the wharf, and the attempt to prove 
thereby that “everything is lovely,” 
ft is a fact that larger vessels have 
been to the wharf before the break­ 
water was begun; and instead of the 
Wilmington being a 200 ton schooner, 
us the Express said, she is 53 tons re­ 
gister. 
You are accused by the Express of 
trying to ruin this locality. 
Did it 
never occur to you tliut the Express is 
working to Imild up W ilmington at 
the acpemr. of Jjos Angeles? It is a 
fact. 
Every cent our merchant have 
paid the L. A. & S. P. JI. It. Co. for 
lighterage has been a special tux, 
levied to make W ilmington and keep 
it in existence. 
This city paid money for a railroad 
to Han Pedro, and by a swindle the 
terminus was made at Wilmington. 
.\ 
Had tile road been carried to old San 
, V Pedro and a wharf put out there, we 
rS would have had a landing superior to 
J *" that Santa Barbara now lias, and 
would have reaped a rich harvest in 
*■ 
consequence; hut then W ilmington 
would uot have been; somebody would 
uot have sold Ids land to the mil road 
company at a big price, and would 
probably “have gone where the wood- 
ulue tw ineth.” 
And us if Los Ange­ 
los had not suffered euough already, 
the Express in helmlf of certain Wil­ 
mington interests wants the harbor 
broilght to the railroad at W ilmington, 
instead of the railroad to the harbor. 
The United States Government is to 
be asked to pay for this little Job of 
harboi moving. 
Los Angeles is to 
continie for years, until the Job is 
nompUted, to pay tribute (lighterage) 
to Wlhkington. 
If tht ,bar can lie dredged away and 
kept away the harbor will be where 
there is now a good depth of water at 
all tides, and that is not nearer Wil- 
mingtou than Rattlesnake 
Island. 
The completion of the breakwater 
will not deepen the water in W ilming­ 
ton creek, and I don’t think anybody 
expected it would; moreover the class 
of vessels that are suitable for the navi­ 
gation of that inlet as it is to-day, can 
uot do the business ef the port and 
needed no breakwater to help them 
, over the bar.

You may have made a strict 
rule concerning tardiness, but you may 
make five hundred, and have them 
broken, when fathers and mothers 
don’t take care to have their children 
keep them. 
Little fellow’s, only big enough to 
plav and learn, have burdens of care 
resting upon them, that, 
“ Crushes Into dumb despair,. 
One halt the hum an race.” 
One little girl must stay home to 
“ take care of Brother.” Another m ust 
“ help wash.” Think of a tiny crea­ 
ture nine years old helping wash! A 
regular barbarity! One little boy must 
peddle meat, conseuuently, comes late 
daily. Home just had breakfast. It 
may he very well outside of school 
hours, but a teacher is expected to ad­ 
vance, not only a few, but the whole 
school, to promotion in á year. 
How 
can he do this when pupils come after 
recitation and hours are over? It will 
take more titan a year to do the work 
in such a manner. 
If parents would only stop to think 
how much injury they do the child, 
we are sure there would he fewer tardy 
marks, fewer imperfect lessons, less 
annoyance to teachers and scholars, 
and not so much disappointment in 
the expectations parents have of the 
child’s progress.

The H a rb o r Q uestion. 


l.os A ng elus, Dee. 16, 1873. 
Edito it H e r a l d :—The Express of 
i iiis evening is so extrem ely absurd 
on the subject of our harbor, I will not 
resist the tem ptation of “ putting in 
my oar,” if you w ill allow me. 
‘■^ Replying to the wordy knock down 
assertions, which in the editorial col­ 
umns of the Express pass for facts and 
arguments; hut which in reality are 
neither; I beg to say, tlrst, concerning 
the contradiction of your statement 
that a vessel drawing six feet of water 
would often find it difficult to find her 
way out from the wharf at W ilming­ 
ton*. A short time ago a lighter, inad­ 
vertently loaded to something less 
than 5 feet 8 inches, could not be got 
away from the wharf at a certain high 
tide when it was intended she should 
tic sent out, although the tug broke 
her towing bit. in the attem pt to pull 
the lighter out of the mild. 
The little steamer “ Los Angeles” 
cannot always get away from tin* 
bur, and she draws about three feet of 
water. 
“ Nothing is tru er” (“ more nearly 
tru e” would have been better English, 
Mr. Express), “ in the whole range of 
physical facts than tlmt we are now 
compelled to submit to the burden of 
lighterage on our freight simply be­ 
cause no. ocean going steamer with a 
;i(M) ton freight Capacity can be built 
that can run in three feet of water, or 
where there is none at all, as is often 
the state of affairs off W ilmington 
wharf. 
“ No one who is acquainted with our 
harbor facilities now will for one mo­ 
ment think seriously of “putting on a 
line of small, swift, double engine 
steamers” and contracting to bring 
them to W ilmington wharf each trip, 
The Express’s idea about the style of 
ste&mer wanted |is good: “swift,” so 
they m ay get in or out while therein 
water enough; “with double engine” 
so they may be able to make the short 
tu rn s‘ in ‘W ilmington 
creek, 
and 
“small” so they may turn round after 
they get to the wharf. 
Tne Express says these steamers 
should take advantage of the tide. 
Another good idea. It is not advisable 
for steamships to attem pt going over­ 
land. But does lie know what “ taking 
advantage of the tide” menus In this 
case. It means no regular hour for 
sailing or arriving, at all hours of the 
day and often at night and when at 
night the weather must be dear and 
moonlight. 
As to the exultation about the 
schooner W ilmington (?) coming to 
the wharf, and the attempt to prove 
thereby that “everything is lovely,” 
it is a fact that larger vessels have 
been to the wharf before the break­ 
water was begun; und instead of the 
W ilmington being a 200 ton schooner, 
as the Express said, she is 53 tons re­ 
gister. 
Vou are accused by the Express of 
trying to ruin this locality. 
Did it 
never occur to you that the Express is 
working to build up W ilmington at 
the expense of Ixis Angeles? It is a 
faet. 
Everv cent our merchant have 
paid the L. A. & S. 1*. II. R . Vo. for 
iighteruge lias been a special tux, 
levied to make Wilmington and keep 
it in existence. 
This city paid money for a railroad 
to Hail l’edro, and by a swindle the 
terminus was made at Wilmington. 
,\ 
Had tile road been carried to old San 
}\ Pedro and a wharf put out there, we 
would have had a landing superior to 
*,{£ that Santa Barbara now has, and 
7 would have reaped a rich harvest in 
consequence; but then W ilmington 
would not have been; somebody would 
not have sold ids land to the lailruad 
company at a big price, and would 
probably “have gone where the wood­ 
bine tw ineth.” And as if Los Ange­ 
los had not suffered enough already, 
the Express in behalf of certain Wil­ 
mington interests wants the harbor 
brought to the railroad at W ilmington, 
instead of the railroad to the harbor. 
The United States Government is to 
be asked to pay for this little job of 
harbor moviiig. 
Los Angeles is to 
continue for years, until the Job is 
completed, to pay tribute (lighterage) 
to W ilmington. 
If the bar can lie dredged away and 
kept away the harbor will be where 
there is now u good depth of water at 
all tictes, and that is not nearer Wil­ 
mington than Rattlesnake 
Island. 
The completion of the breakwater 
will not deepen the water in W ilming­ 
ton creek, and I don’t think anybody 
expected it would; moreover the class 
of vessels that are suitable for the navi­ 
gation of that inlet as it is to-day, can 
not do the business ef the port and 
needed no breakwater to help them 
over the fear.

One little boy must 
peddle meat, eonseuuently, comes late 
daily. Koine just had breakfast. It 
m ay be very well outside of school 
hoiirs, but a teacher is expected to ad­ 
vance, not only a few, but the whole 
school, to promotion in á year. 
How 
can he do this when pupils come after 
recitation and hours are over? It will 
take more than a year to do the work 
in sudi a manner. 
If parents would only stop to think 
how much injury they do the child, 
we are sure there would lie fewer tardy 
marks, fewer imperfect lessons, less 
annoyance to teachers and scholars, 
anil hot so much disappointment in 
the expectations parents have of the 
child's progress. 
Having only half of 
a recitation and half credit, the little 
mind loses interest after a time, and. 
the little heart becomes discouraged, 
even if the child at first is bright anil 
eacer to learn. If the child is naturally 
lazy, and don’t care to come to school, 
frequent excuses for tardiness given 
by the parent, will lead it to make 
them for itself, just from the force of 
habit, and—total depravity.

Cut up the Large Ranohea. 
That no country in which the bulk 
of the lands is held by a few individú­ 
ala ever becomes truly prosperous, and 
the home of an industrious and con­ 
tented people, is a truth established 
by the experience of mankind. The 
tillers of the soil should own the land 
they work, and within reasonable lim­ 
its, the smaller the tracts, the better. 
California is cursed with the evil of 
land monopoly. It, is retarding her 
settlement, and more than auything 
else preventing the acquirement of a 
steady, and industrious population, 
interested in the prosperity of the 
.state, and devoted to its improvement. 
Neither!* the holding of these im­ 
mense tracts profitable in the long run, 
to the owner. The interest on their 
value, the taxes and other charges, 
soon amount to an enormous figure, 
and there can be but little doubt that 
an equal sum invested in oue of the 
many promising industries of the 
roast, or loans on good security, would 
return a larger dividend. 
The true policy is to cut up these 
large ranches into small tracts and sell 
them to actual settlers on such terms 
as will induce men of industrious hab­ 
its to buy and improve. The improve­ 
ment of every tract will enhance the 
value of the remainder, and while the 
first sales may not realize large profits, 
ultimately the whole tract will be dis­ 
posed of at handsome figures. The 
shrewd land speculators who in the 
past have made a business of buying 
the cheap lands of the Mississippi Val­ 
ley States, and holding them for an 
advance, did not as a rule, take them 
in large bodies, but on the contrary 
picked out a quarter, half, or whole 
section, here and there, rightlyjudg- 
iugthat when the intervening lands 
were settled and improved by the en­ 
terprising pioneer, their tracts would 
be largely enhanced in value from the 
fact that they were in the midst of a 
settlement. Our large landholdholders j 
should take a hint from these specula- I 
tors, and induce the settlement of their 
lands by every means in their power. 
The growing disposition of the people 
to compel the sale of funds held from 
settlement, should be another luduee- 
liicnt to owners of large tracts to adopt 
this plan, and we hope soon to see 
them showing their interest in the 
welfare of the State, by adopting a 
policy which we are confident will at 
the same time proveto he profitable 
to themselves. 


A Needed Change. 
The new constiution now under con­ 
sideration by the people of Pennsylva­ 
nia, provides for a complete change of 
the libel law of that commonwealth. If 
no other section of the revised consti­ 
tution is adopted this provision should 
he engrafted on the old one. As the 
law now stands, there is nothing like 
an independent press in that .State, 
and even outsiders must be careful 
how they arraign the notoriously cor­ 
rupt officials of the Keystone Sthte, if 
there is any probability of business 
calling on them to pass through it. 
It is hut a short time since Charles A. 
Dana, editor of the New York Sun, 
was arrested in Philadelphia aud held 
to bail in the sum of $5,000 for an al­ 
leged libel on one of the ring officials. 
Dana forfeited his bail for the simple 
reason that under the present libel 
law of that State. The truth of the 
charge, or the motives inducing its 
publication were not allowed to be 
considered, the only question being as 
to the fact of the publication. While 
the press of the State lias such a check 
upon its speech, it is not strange that 
Pennsylvania is the headquarters of 
official corruption, and Philadelphia 
tlie worst governed city on the conti­ 
nent. 
Nordlinger has over sixty watches, 
and they are all going. The tick is 
like that of a thousand loensts, hut 
tney are no more remarkable than the 
finé jeyelry lie has 011 exhibit. No 
cheap jewelry is to seen anywhere, 
fine coral sets, beautiful jewelled jew­ 
elry. He lias a very heavy American 
watch which he sells foronly $75, and 
also ladies watches which are sold for 
$ to, but worth a good deal more. 
General McConnell lectured last 
night to a large and cultivated audi­ 
ence, who were very attentive and en­ 
joyed the occasion. The title of the 
General's lecture fully describes what 
it was. He told of the experience 
overland, of the cholera, of the scurvy, 
and the lack of order and system in 
the new settlement. TheGeiieral wras 
quite humorous in one or two cases 
and described with humor a wedding 
in which he was the parson, and mar­ 
ried the couple in “the name of God 
and the people of California.” 
W e print in this issue of the H e r a l d 
letters on the Harbor question from 
two gentlemen, one an old citizen of 
Los Angeles, and a man who generally 
knows what he is talking about, and 
the other from, our regular correspond­ 
ent at Wilmington. Both parties are 
positive in the expression of their 
views, and aa they are about equally 
well acquainted with the subject, ft 
will occur to the unprejudiced mind 
that there are two sides to this question 
and In its discussion it is not necessary 
to lose one’s temper. We shall al­ 
ways he happy to publish temperate 
and well-considered communications 
on all questions of public interest, 
whether they agree with our own views 
or not. 


WA8HINCTON. 


W ashington, Dec. 15. 
Among bills introduced in the House 
to-day was one by Harris, to put print­ 
ing paper and other material in the 
free list. 
By Coleman—Granting pension to 
the widow of General Canby. 
The President has nominated J. L. 
Pennington, of Alabama, Governor of 
Dakota, ana Oscar Whitney for Secre­ 
tary of Dakota. 
The President has nominated W. P. 
Ottinger as Register of the Lund Of­ 
fice, at Salt Lake, and W. H. Wheeler 
us Marshal, in Montana. 
Assistant Surgeon, C. K. Lacy, has 
been ordered to the Navy \ard at 
Mare Island. 
At the session of the Ways and 
Means Committe, to-day, Judge Kel­ 
ley ottered a resolution which he said 
he would introduce ill the house to the 
effect that the money now needed by 
the government, should be obtained 
on a temporary loan at a low rate of 
interest. The Committee, in vieW of 
Secretary Richardson’s letter, agree 
to report a resolution to the House re­ 
questing the President to cause a re­ 
vision of the estimates to be made by 
the head of eacli department, that the 
apparent- necessity for additioual tax­ 
ation may be obviated. 
W a s h in g t o n , Dec, lt>. 
Nesmith introduced a bill to ascer­ 
tain the losses by Indian raids in Ore- 
gou, and to transfer the management 
of Indian aftairs to the War Depart­ 
ment. 
Mitchell introduced a bill directing 
tlie Secretary of War to cause surveys 
to be made to determine the practica­ 
bility and cost of removing the Cas­ 
cades and Dalles in the Columbia 
river. The bills were ordered printed. 
The House Committee on Appropria­ 
tions, this morning voted to otter a 
resolution in the House requesting the 
President to request the various exec­ 
utive departments to revise their esti­ 
mates for the new fiscal year, if possi­ 
ble before January 5th. The object is 
to find out the means to cut down the 
estimates which were made before the 
recent financial disaster began,and be­ 
fore it was known that the Govern­ 
ment revenues were likely to fall be­ 
hind the National expenditures. 
The House Committee on Military 
Affairs, to-day discussed the resolution 
referred to them by the House, inquir­ 
ing as to tlie alleged defalcation of 
General Howard, in connection with 
his administration of afikirs of Bu­ 
reaus of Freedmen, Refuge and Aban­ 
doned Lands. A resolution was adop­ 
ted instructing the chair to issue no­ 
tices to General Howard, Secretary 
Belknap and General Vincent to ap­ 
pear before them to-morrow morning 
with a view to begin the preliminary 
investigation of tlie subject and guide 
the committee in recommending what 
definite action should be taken on the 
letter of Secretary of War submitted 
to Congress. 
The bill repealing the Bankrupt Act, 
passed the House to-day. 
FOREIGN NEWS. 
L o n d o n, Dec. 17. 
Tlie storm lias abated. Telegraph 
lines are prostrated in all directions, 
but lines that are working bring news 
that the storm extended all over the 
north of North of England and far 
into Scotland. Sheffield looks as if it 
had been bombarded. The loss of 
property is immense, and the casual­ 
ties to persons is estimated at sevsn 
killed aud thirty wounded, many fa­ 
tally. Other dispatches show that the 
gale was felt at Glasgow, Halifax, 
Shrewsbury and Notinghani, in all of 
which cities lives were lost und great 
damage was done. It is estimated 
that property to tlie extent of $100,000 
was destroyed. Extensive damage 
was done at West Hartlepool and Dur­ 
ham. Shipping lias suffered severely 
at New Castle and Shields. A steamer 
is ashore off Ardrossan, and a railway 
station and several houses were blown 
down in Weston.

A Ultie over a year more, and the 
100th nnniversii(v of the Battle of 
Bunker Hill will take place. A little 
band of hemes, then inaugurated a 
struggle, which brought untold results.

Mr. Abadie, the owner of the Lytle 
creek hydraulic mine, was shot and 
killed last night while on his way 
home from Cucamongo. He left Cu- 
cnmongo between 3 and 4 o’clock and 
was seen passing Mr. Smith’s place be­ 
tween five and six, and was never seen 
again alive. Last night about one 
o’clock, a messenger came to town and 
aroused the town Marshal who left in 
a few moments accompanied by a 
posse. They proceeded to Mr. Aba- 
die’s house, viewed the body, and as 
soon as it was light took the back trail. 
About two miles below the mines they 
saw; where the wagon came into the 
road. The trail then went into the 
brush, aud after wandering about lor 
three or four miles came back into the 
road again a ta place where a small 
wash ran parallel to the road. Here 
they saw the marks of two men and 
one horse. One party started on the 
trail and another went back to the 
house. Mr. Abadie was shot twice, one 
ball striking him in the left breast 
angling, and after passing through 
the heart made its exit from the back; 
the other ball took.etlect in the right 
temple, lodging in the brain. From 
all appearances he received no warn­ 
ing, but fell forward in the wagon. 
The horses became frightened by the 
noise of the shots and ran from the 
road, but after recovering from their 
scare went back again and took the 
road home, arriving about midnight. 
The gold watch and purse ot the de­ 
ceased were not disturbed, nor was Ills 
shotgun which ivas under the seat, 
loaded and capped. The deceased was 
a peaceable, well-disposed citizen; he 
had been engaged in mining for some 
nine years and was universally liked 
and respected. The cause of the kill­ 
ing is conjectured to arise from a law­ 
suit brought against him last summer 
for the possession of the Lytle creek 
mines, in which Abadie was success­ 
ful.

E d it o r H e r a l d :—The im|»ortaiice 
of doing away with lighterage in San 
Pedro harbor—which is the great dis­ 
tributing point of Southern California 
—is admitted by all parties not inter­ 
ested in keeping it up. The single 
item of lighterage costs the people 
more titan S100,00() annually—a tax, 
which, if imposed in any other form, 
and for any other purpose, would be 
resisted unanimously. There is a dif­ 
ference of opinion as to the manner in 
which this lighterage can be got rid 
of. According to our theory, it may 
be done by extending the railgoad to 
Deadntan’s Island, or to San Pedro, 
and thence building a wharf to deep 
water, on which freight may be dis­ 
charged directly from the vessels. It 
is asserted that if the railroad com­ 
pany will not build the road to the 
wharf, it ought to be done by the 
merchants and landholders, and dona­ 
ted to the company for their use. To 
this it may be replied, that it is for 
the interest of the company to keep 
up the lighterage as long as possible, 
and for the accomplishment of this, to 
resist in every possible way the con­ 
struction of the proposed road and 
wharf. This they will undoubtedly 
do. 
They will neither build them 
themselves, nor «ocept their use, if 
built for thetn by others. 
To get rid of tfce burden of lighter­ 
age, therefore, another course must be 
pursued. The agents of the railroad 
company have made the people be­ 
lieve that the breakwater is a failure; 
that the bar is an unsurmountable ob­ 
stacle to navigation; and that the 
channel from the bar to Wilmington 
is too shallow for vessels. 
But the government engineers, whose 
opinion is of some worth, deny this, 
and assert the contrary. They will 
not admit the breakwater to be a fail­ 
ure, because the work is not yet com­ 
pleted, operations having been sus­ 
pended till spring. 
And they say, 
that, even now, the water on the bar 
is two feet deeper than before the 
work was commenced. In the spring, 
the breakwater will be oomplcted, and 
the bar dredged so as to make through 
it a spacious channel deep enough for 
ships of large tonnage. 
But it íh objected, that the channel 
between the bar and Wilmington is 
too shallow to allow vessels to proceed 
to the wharf. Let facts decide this 
question. 
At the terminus of Ban­ 
ning’s proposed wharf at Wilmington, 
the water is seven feet deep at extreme 
low tide, and fourteen feet deep at high 
tide, that is, it has an average depth 
of ten and a half feet; and at that 
point, the channel is three hundred 
feet wide. Nor is there a less depth 
of water in any part of the channel 
between the bar and Wilmington. 
Now, vessels of large tonnage can be 
constructed that will draw less than 
ten and a half feet of water. A light 
draft vessel is now lying at Wilming­ 
ton wharf, where she has discharged 
her cargo. 
At Mobile, Ala., there is less depth 
of wátér than at Wilmington, and yet 
vessels of 1,000 tons continually come 
alongside the Mobile wharves. The 
Mohongo, of 850 tons, could cross the 
bar and come up to Wilmington wharf, 
and have four feet of water to spare. 
All the people have to do 1b to con­ 
struct vessels of light draft. I may 
refer to this subject again.
